Your letter is timely. It seems that at 
last an antitoxin which will make good 
has been found and knowledge of the 
fact should be brought to the public. 
Erysipelas is due to one member of the 
great family of etreptococci—the bacteria 
whieh cause scarlet fever, tonsillitis, 
rheumatiam, heart disease, child-bed 
fever, suppuration, some pneumonias, 
maybe some meningitis, and perhaps 
measles. This coccus gets into the tis- 
sues just below the skin and travels 
slowly along the lymph channels, keep- 
ing close to the under side of the skin. 
It causes a redness of the skin which is 
distinctive. Nearly all the diagnoses 
of erysipelas are made on the appearance 
of the skin. The border of this redness 
spreads across the skin much after the 
manner of a prairie fire, or some sug- 
gestion ef a prairie fire as seen from a 
lying machine.

The fever, aching and, in some. cases, 
delirium, are the result of poisons se- 
ereted by the coccus.

equipped with German books, papers, 
and periodicals, Take the Lewis Insti- 
tute branch, for instance; there are 
French and British periodicals, but one 
will look in vain for a German period- 
ical or paper.

I have heard German people 
say: I would like to go to the library, 
but there are so few German books and 
only a part of these really good to read;
